Quinn had pleaded guilty on behalf 
of the firat defendant anly. 


“Mere Presence Not Sufficient 


In aubmittingg he had no case to

The 
Inw required that a statement made 
in the presence of a defendant might 
be aned against him, but not hearsay 
evidenc® The material evidence was 
the conduct of, the defendant when 
that statement . was made.’ On’ the- 
evidence produced the third “defen- 
dant waa not given the oppor at 
to‘open his mouth and did not take 
any particular notice of avhat the first 
defendant had ‘suid, but did give a de- 
fintte. denial. This evidence, Mr. 
Loschy submitted should be left ont. 

Mr. Loseby further contended that 
therp was 'no eviderive that what took 
place — between = November 1 and 
November 18 was against the third 
defendant, or for that matter us to 
what took place on November 19.

Deelnsing that the fluctuations of 
the Chinese dollar had caused them 
both trouble and monetary loss, the 
Japanese businessmen of Shanghai

South China cities 
where Japanese are engaged in trade. 

The practice of using currency 
other than Chinese in business trans- 
actions ‘is, not “new here. Large 
American firms quete prices in U.S. 
doHars: when entaged in large whole- 
sale dealings. However, the standard 
Chinese Government yuan or di 
and its subsidiary co nd note: 
used exclusively in retail sales 
purchases, 2 

In contrast to this, all Japanese 
merchants, regardless of glze, are to 
contuct their aries on pr yen basis,- 
accortting te the newly inaugurated 
lun. Retail prices quoted by the 
hundreds of small Japanese shops 


and 


‘} throughout Shanghai will be in yen. 


While this arrangement is likely to 
be oan annoyance to non-Japanese, 
in Jnpanese” shops, the Japanese 
sponsors of the scheme’ contend that 
the use of the yen will'not only mean 
monetary sniving but will constitute 
n convenfence, as the, bother of 
enleulations ef exchange according to 
the fluctuntions of the exchange rates 
will be -eliminated. 


Some Meluctance 


However, many ‘Japanese + mer- 
chante, whose shops are patronized by 
Chinese and westerners, or who den} 
in articles produced in China, nhre 
reluctant to make the change, for 
aside from the probable confusion the 
ase of the yen would create, they ace 
a joss of trade resulting: from their 
customers’ unwillingness to use the 
Japanese currency as a basis ef trade. 

The inauguration of the “yen stan- 
dard” in Ohina js regarded an some- 
thing more than a matter of con- 
venience to the Japanese residents and 
tradespeople. Theres are those who 
see in it,n plan_to embarrass the 
workings of the Chinese Governmen:’s 
new monetary programme, It was 
recalled that the announcement af the 
nationalization of silver and the con- 
trol of exchange at a fixed level was 
reecived with surprise and indignation 
in Japan, some circles in Tokyo seeing 
the move as an Anglo-Chinese 
manocuyre directed ~~ against the 
Japanese, : 

Chinese commercial circles here are 
inelined: te resent the move and the 
Chinese. Manufacturers’, Asgociation 
hos petitioned the National; Govern- 
ment to request the Japanese author}- 
lies to put a stop to the Innovation, 
This group declared in its petition 
that the -cireulatlon of Jupancse cur- 
reney in China was likely to ead to 
a penctration of Japanese influence 
into the Chinese commercial market 
and that the ‘future of. the Chinese 
industries and country would be 
Jeopardized if this move were left 
anchecked, Furthermore, the mem- 
bers of-this group have been requested 
to boycott the use of Japanese cur- 
weney. . 

“Bad Faith Charge 


Japunese resentm¢nt against the 
monetary programme has béen 
manifested by the refusal of Japanese 
banks for some time to . surrender 
si]ver holdings to the Central Bank of 
China. Some time after the monetary. 
plan was announced, the “yen standard” 
was broached and quickly translated 
into action. . Japanese consular 
authorities made no objection to the 
move and, as a result Chinese have 
charged the Japanese with bad faith 
in persistifig with” their plan to use 
the yon as a basis of trade in China. 
_ The local foreign press sees o “self- 
imposed” boycott ‘in the miove and 
prophesies that losses incurred by 
fluctuations of ‘Chinese currency will 
be nothing when compared with the 
invisible losses resulting. 

Particularly significant, however, is 
that fact that no mention of the use 
of the= as—been—made -in north- 
China where the Japancse_sphere of 
influence is rapidly being extended.—
